With heavy rains general 
east of the Rocky mountains 
crop prospects have been notably 
improved especially. in those sec¬ 
tions of the Prairie Provinces 
Ontario and Quebec where lack 
of moisture was beginning to 
have serious effect on vegeta¬ 
tion. Over Prairie Provinces 
rainfall and cool weather since 
June 1 have been very benefic¬ 
ial to all crops and have greatl c 
improved the food situation in 
southern Saskatchewan and 
southwest Manitoba, where 
drought conditions had existed. 
Grasshoppers halve been checked 
for thp time being:, but are still 
menacing. Sonv additional acre¬ 
age has been sown to coarse 
grains sinca the rainfall. In Qur 
bee province recent rains have 
been beneficial to all crops 
which had been retarded by 
the dry weather of the Iasi 
month, and warm weather is 
now needed to promote giowth. 
In Ontario generous rains hwre 
stimulated steady growth and 
prospects for ail fodder crop: 
and pastures are greatly im¬ 
proved throughout the province 
In the Maritime Provinces cold 
weather and late frosts heave de¬ 
layed growth and good crops 
now wait upon warm weather

Seeding and planting have 
l)een completed and germination 
appears to be progressing satis¬ 
factorily. Although some dam¬ 
age by winter kill is evident in 
apple orchards, the set appears 
heavy and indications are for 
an average crop. In Prince Ed¬ 
ward Island a heavy crop of hay 
is in prospect, throughout New 
Brunswick and Nova Scotia, al¬ 
though growth has been slow, 
an alverage yield is anticipated. 

PROVINCE OF B. C. 

A heavy first crop of alfalfa 
has been harvested, under ideal 
conditions. Grain crops are mak¬ 
ing good progress. With the ex¬ 
ception of cherries and plums, 
which have been affected by 
blossom blight, fruiti trees are 
expected to yield average crops. 
Potatoes and tomatoes are doing 
well. The strawberry crop has 
been of good quality and of aver 
age yield. Other small fruits 
are now coming on the market 
and are of good quality. The 
growth of hops is very satis¬ 
factory. Pasturage i R above av¬ 
erage.
